Ownership of the present application (U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/677,976) is

2. The defendants, through their counsel, are further ordered and directed to 
take any steps required by the United States Patent Office to effectuate the 
foregoing withdrawal. 

Given that the United States Patent Office on December 14, 2004 issued a corrected filing 
receipt with no domestic claim of priority, Applicants are submitting, concurrently with this 
document, a second Request for Corrected Filing Receipt and a Supplemental Amendment in an 
effort to comply with the Preliminary Injunction. Copies of the second Request for Corrected 
Filing Receipt and Supplemental Amendment documents (and associated newly executed 
Declaration) are attached as Appendices n, EC, and IV, respectively.

1 82, Reveal requests: 1) grant of its second request for corrected 
filing receipt filed concurrently with this document; 2) withdrawal of its request for cancellation 
of its benefit claim to the '391 application (this request was made in remarks filed December 2, 
2004); and 3) that the United States Patent Office take any additional steps required to effectuate 
the foregoing withdrawal. As permitted by the Preliminary Injunction, Applicants state that they 
are "only submitting the withdrawal documents for the benefit of L-3 Delaware [L-3] and not for 
[their] own interests."
